Applicant argues that (1) Logue does not teach that "core" files are stored locally to each of the plurality of nodes such that any node 
receiving a request for a core file processes such request. 

Examiner traverses the argument: 

As to point (1), Logue teaches that the request may be handled by one of the proxy servers in a decentralized scheme (Col 10, lines 22- 
24). The initial server that receives the request checks its local cache (Col 10, lines 41-47). This indicates that any server may receive 
the request and check files that are locally stored. The initial receiving server check its local cache, which it indicates that it is 
processing the request. Furthermore, Examiner notes that determining which server is appropriate is still considered processing the 
request. 

Also, in response to applicant's arguments that "core" files are stored locally to each of the plurality of nodes, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., "core" files stored locally to each of the plurality of nodes) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
